Senator Fulbright quoted from 
a dispatch in The New York 
Times relating how Mr. Kis- 
singer made his remarks to a 
meeting of relatives of Ameri- 
can prisoners of war last Friday 
at the White House. 

Senator Fulbright addressed 
the Senate during its considera- 
tion of the $2.1 6-billion foreign 
aid appropriation bill. This bill 
would actually provide the 
money that was earmarked in 
the foreign aid authorization 
bill approved, by both Houses 
since the rejection vote of 
Oct. 29.
